Medical Compensation. 


In a verbal contest before the 


labor committee O. H. Zumwinkle,

Manufacturers 


association, and Charles D. Am- 
mon of the Cushman Motor Works 
of Lincoln, were pitted against 
Dr. F. B. Bailey and Dr. Clayton 
F. Andrews, both of Lincoln, and 
Dr. R. W. Fouts of Omaha. The 
subject of debate was bill 195, by 
Diers, to place a limit on the 
amount of medical fees to be al- 
lowed in workman's compensation 
cases and to repeal that portion 
of the present law which allows 
$12 a week awards for total per- 
manent disability and limits such 
awards to 400 weeks.
